Former Controller of the Currency
Ontlines Sound_Mnney YViews.

CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—~James H. Eckels, ex-

controller of the treasurer, spoke in the
Auditorium to-night to an audience that
packed the great hall as tightly as it could
be packed, hundreds of people being turned
away. The meeting was under the
auspices of the Business Men's Sound

Money Association and embraced men of
all parties who oppose the 16 to 1 plank of
the Democratic platform. Mr. Eckels was
introduced by Willlam Davis, of Chicago,
president of the Amalgamated Association
of Iron and Steel Workers, who made a
short address. The (ron and steel indus-
tries were strongly represented in the
meeting.

MR. HANNA LAUGHS,

Makes Merry Over the “Attempt to
Assassinate Him with lce.”

CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—8enator Hanna made
merry to-day over the stories about the
“attempt to assassinate’” him. He said:
“The facts are as follows: After I had
done speaking and was sitting down lis-
tening to Congressman Mann, a piece of
ice about as big as your closed fist struck
the corner of the table in front of me
and fell to the floor of the platform, 1
paid no attention to it, thinking someone
had upset the water pitcher and the lce
had fallen out. I looked up and saw a
hole in the top of the tent, through which
the chunk of ice had evidently come.

‘““That it was thrown at me s nonsense,
as in order to do that a man would have
to have climbed to the top of the tent
and it would not bear anyone's welght.

What probably happened was that some
mischievous boy, seeing the piece of ice

on the sidewalk outside, and the conven-

fent hole in the top of the tent, could
not resist the temptation and tossed It

through. It could not have been aimed

at anyone, however, as whoever threw
it in could not have seen anyone inside.”

YOUTSEY TRIAL iS ON.

Judge Cantrill Refuses Special Pro-
cess for Defense’'s Witnesases.

GEORGETOWN, Ky., Oct. 5.—When the

Youtsey case was called this morning in
the Circuit Court the list of witnesses that

the sheriff of Breathitt county had falled
to summon was called, but none answered
present, though the returns showed that all

had been summoned since Wednesday. Mr.
Crawford reported that the sheriff of Knox

county had made no response at all to the

rule, and sald that the defendant wished
to await a response. Judge Cantrill said

the defense had been given ample time to
prepare for trial, and must now proceed if

the commonweallh insisted on trial and

the judge ordered the regular panel of jury-
men to be called.

A long discussion arcse over the ques-
tion of the filing of the copy of the in-
dictment in this court, the defense holding
that this defect destroyed the jurisdiction
of the court. Judge Cantrill ordered thnt
the entry should be amended and said that
the defendant, having already recognirzed
the jurisdiction of this court, could not
deny it., Motion for contlnuance was then
formally made, and the court took the
qgquestion under consideration until after-
noon.

In the afternoon Judge Cantrill overruled
the motlon for comtinuance, decidinz that
the affidavits must be read as depositions
of absent witnesses subject to objection as
to competency. The defense still inzisted
on its right to have returns on its sum-
mons for Knox county witnesses, but Judge
Cantrill directed that the selection of a
jury begin.

The examination of jurors as to thelr
qualifications to serve was continued (il
the regular panel of thirty men was ex-
hausted and only three men had been ac-
cepted. These three are subject to per-
emptory challenges from elther side. A
special venire of fifty men was ordered for
to-morrow at 9 o'clock. It i= quite probable
that a special venire from Bourbon county
may be necessary before a jury Is secured.

Shipmenis to Cover Two Yenrs nnd to
Be Laid Down at a Gulf Porl—
Detnils B ‘the Trade.

CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—-An accredited repre-

sentatlve of an English syndicate to-day
contracted for 750,000 tons of Alabama

coal to be delivered at some point on the
Gulf of Mexico. The deliveries are to

extend over a period of two Yyears. At
what point the coal is to be delivered is
not stated, but the parties interested are

sald to own valuable terminals below New
Orleans, and it is therefore presumed that

this Alabama coal will go to New UOrleans
for shipment to Europe.
In an interview with the promoters of

this coal Industry to-day It was stated
that the coal from the State of Alabama

could be handled at a point below New
Orleans at a greater advantage than is
possible at Mobile or Pensacola, on account

of the present carrying trade of the ves-
sels in this export business. It is also
clalmed that the Alabama coal through
this line will be able to compete with ex-
port coal from Norfolk and other points

on the Atlantic seaboard. The promoters
of this enterprise also claim that In view

of the marketing of the coal of the State
of Alabama in Europe, that the coal cf this
State would have an advanlage greater
than any other eoal fields in America for
export trade,

Notwithstanding the fact that every fur-

nace in Birmingham is running to its full
capacity and that in the past year over
$11,000,000 of capital has been .invested in
the iron and coal regions of this State,
vet the home consumption of the Alabama
coal is not sufficient to absorb the products
of the coal lands being developed.

FIRST WIR:zZ TO PEKING.

Interesting Experiences of the Amer-
icans Who Paut It in Place,.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.~A private letter
has been received by an officer in the War
Department from Lieutenant Stanford, of
the signal corps, which gives a brief but
intereating account of the work of the
signal corps on the way from Tien-Tsin to
Peking. He says that, owing to the lack
of transportation, the work of the signal
corps was very AifMcult. General Chaffee
found it necessary to take every wagon
and cart that had been shipped from the
Philippines in order to carry the supplies
he needed for his army, consequently the
signal officers had to skirmish for trans-
portation. Lieutenant Stanford says that

he plcked up teams and carts from any

nation that could be induced to part with
them, and sometimes few questions were
asked as to the proprietary interest in the
transportation outfit. He speaks of the
very hot weather encountered, so hot that
men who were accustomed to excessive
heat suffered severely. One day two la-
borers with his party dropped dead from
the heat.

Notwithstanding all these difficulties the
signal corps pushed along, and though
General Chaffee was in advance sometimes
during the day, the wire nearly always was
up with him at night. Lieutenant Stang-
ford’s party consisted of himself and twelve
men of the corps. ““The Japanese,” says
he, “were a few miles behind us with 100
enlisted men and twenty carts for trans-
portation, but I was determined that they
should not beat us into Peking, and they
did not. The first wire there was ours, at
the American minister's house, and the first
instrument working was ours. And after
that our wire was carrying messages not
only for our own government, but for the
Russians, English, French, Austrian and
Itallan governments, besides the press.”

Lieutenant Stanford says he was glad to
have had the experfence, but he would not
go through it again If he can avold it.

Li Hung Chang Probably Left Tien-

Tsin Thursday—Other Movements.

TIEN-TSIN, Wednesday, Oct. 3.—The or-
ders given to Yung Lu (the commander-in-
chief of the northern armies) to join Id
Hung Chang have been countermanded,

A landing party from the British armored
cruiser Aurora has occupled Ching-Wang-

Tao.

An order has been sent to Shanghai for
the immediate delivery of a plant for the
construction of a branch rallroad from
Tang-Ho, on the gulf of Lioa-Tung, to

Ching-Wang-Tao; also for the erection of
a pler to which ships may be moored. It

is expected that the work will be completed

within two months, thus securing facilities
for a winter port,

It is reported that the Russians are mov-
ing from Shan-Hal-Kwan towards Chin-
Chaou.

The Germans have demanded possession
of the railroad between Peking and Tien-
Tsin, and the Russians have agreed to let
them have t. The Germans will shortly be-
gin to repair the portion of the road be-
tween Yang-Tsun and Peking.

1i Hung Chang and M. De Giers, the
Russian minister to China, had a long con-
ference to-day, after which it was an-
nounced that Li Hung Chang would depart
for Peking to-morrow. Peaceful conditions
prevail. Li Hung Chang will be accom-
panied by the Russian admiral, a Russian
guard and his own bodyguard.

The failure of the Russians to rebuild the
railway to Peking is causing talk among
the commanders of the restoration of the
line to English owners for reconstruction
and operation.

Chinese Were Astonished,
SHANHAIL Oct. 4—The astonishment of
the Chinese was great when, to-day, they
received official notification from the vice-
roy to the effect that foreign pressure had

necessitated the degradation of prominent
members of the court.

The new German cable from Che-Foo to
Tsin-Taou has been opened.

It is reported that the allies will demand
an indemnity which will aggregate £40,-
000,000 (3200,000,000.)

ROW IN BAPTIST MEETING.

The Rev., Mr. Hanna Attacked the
“»So={Lanlled Scientifie Religion.

SOUTHINGTON, Conn,, Oct. 5.—The ad-
journment of the anniversary meetings

of the New Haven Baptist Assoclation
was preceded by a lively debate, occa-

sloned by a sensational attack on the
Newton Theological Seminary, near Bos-

ton, and the University of Church. A reso-
lution was presented, asking that all of
the churches in the association be asked

to take a collection for the Newton The-
ological Seminary. It was announced that

John D. Rockefeller had promised to give

to the institution $150, if a similar amount

could be raised in other quarters. The
Rev. T. A. T. Hanna, of Sheiton,
opposed the resolution in vigorous lan-
guage. He said: *““This seminary, and also
the Baptist University at Chicago, are hot-
beds of heresy. Their instructors leasl the
pupils from the solid foundation of the old
theology to the shifting quicksand of the
new so-called scientific religion.”

Mr. Hanna's remarks aroused a heated
controversy. Other speakers defended the
institution attacked vigorously, and char-
acterized the attack as uncalled for. The
Rev. W. G. Thomas, of Essex, moved the
adoption of the resolution and this was
done by an overwhelming vote.

DUEL TO THE DEATH

Fought by Two Tramps on Top of a
Passenger Train.

ST. LOUIS, Oect. 5.—~On the top of a Chl-
cago & Alton passenger train, moving at
the rate of forty miles an hour, Willlam
Burke, of this city, and an unknown man,
fought a duel to the death to-night.

The two men were beating their way to
Chicago. After the train left East St
Louis the stranger drew a revolver and
demanded Burke's money. Burke refused

to comply with the request and grappled

with his antagonist. During the desperate
struggle which followed the unknown shot
Burke in the side, but the latter finally
managed to push him from the top of the

coach. He was picked up with his skull
crushed In and otherwise horribly injured

CITY OF MEXICO, Oct. 5.~One hundred
thousand dollars is the prize which Dr.

Angel Bellinzaghl, a young Italian special-

ist. may win as the prize for the discovery
of a serum which cures yellow fever. Sev-

eral years ago the Mexican government
made a standing offer of §100,000 1o the dis-

coverer of a remedy for vellow fever, which
every year is epidemic in the lower gulf
ports and on the Isthmus of Tehuantepec.
Several eminent specialists have made ex-
periments at the port of Vera Cruz since

the offer was made. Not until this sum-
mer did any of the serums experimented

with prove successful in virulent cases. At
last, however, the remedy has been found.
The experiments conducted at Vera Crus
were under the auspices of the government
Board of Health. The commission appointed
by the board to witness the experiments
has just reported favorably upon their re-
sult. Part of the big prize will be paid to
the doctor at once. He has been asked to
make further experiments in various forms

of the disease at Vera Cruz, and if they
are successful he will win the entire prize,

In June last Dr. Bellinzaghi came to the
City of Mexico to obtain permission from

the government to make experiments at
Vera Cruz, where the fever was then rag-
ing. When Dr, Bellinzagh! was awaiting
the customary formalities to be complied
with David Kllpatrick, an American who

had come from the isthmus, was taken Il

with yellow fever In its most virulent form
three or four days after arriving in the
city. He was taken to the American hos-
pital, where his case was pronounced hope-
less. No case of yellow fever which had
developed in this altitude having been con-
tracted in a lower altitude had ever been
saved. Dr. A. W. Parsons, the physiclan
in charge of the hospital, gave permission
to Dr. Bellinzagh! to try his serum on the
patient.

Dr. Beliinzaghi visited the patient on the
fourth day of his {liness, after all hope of
his life had been given up. The patient
had the black vomit, a temperature which
is considered fatal, his system was thor-
oughly permeated with the disease, and the
action of the kidneys was entirely stopped,
& symptom which is always considered
fatal. Dr. Bellinzaghi Injected twenty
grains of his serum on the first day he
visited the patlent, and succeeded in re-
ducing his temperature and pulse. On the
second day he injected thirty grains, on the
third day sixty grains, and on the fourth
day elghty grains,

On the second day the vomit disappeared,
and on the fourth day the action of the
kidneys was restored. Three days later the
patient was discharged from the hospital.

This remarkable achievement hastened
the action of the government Board of
Health in granting permission to Dr. ?.el-
linzagh! to make his experiments at Vera
Cruz. President Diaz became personally
interested in the matter and sent for the
doctor. In an interview with the President
Dr. Bellinzaghi explained his serum and
its theory particularly, and the President
took great Interest In it. i

A committee was appointed by the gov-
ernment Board of Health which accom-
panied Dr. Bellinzaghi to Vera Cruz, and
afforded him every facility to make his
experiments. The serum was tried on pa-
tients in the Military and San Sebastian
hospitals, and in 8 per cent. of the cases
it was successful. The usual mortality in
yvellow fever cases is 50 to 80 per centl
